® State Employment Director 
Albert Tieburg has requested 125 
more employees for his State 
Farm Labor Placement Service 
for recruiting efforts. 

@ Tieburg announced publicly 
that a Brentwood asparagus 
grower who made a big to-do 
about plowing under his crop 
hadn’t even tried to get quali- 
fied workers from the farm 
placement service. 

On the other hand, the fact 
that many growers are still not 
trying to recruit American work- 
ers was underlines by Congress- 
man Jeffery Cohelan (D.-Berke- 
ley) in a debate in the House of 
Representatives last week. 

“Good farm management dic- 
tates prompt recognition of labor 
market conditions and immedi- 
ers was underlined by Congress- 
sure that workmen are available 
to harvest the crops,” Cohelan 
declared. 

The Berkeley congressman in- 
dicated if some growers fail to 
recognize these facts and suffer 
economic disaster, it will be their 
own fault.

HOW-TO BUY __. 


Study of families in debt 


By SIDNEY MARGOLIUS 


Labor Consumer Advisor for Labor Journal 


Spring is the season when 
family debts often grow, along 
with the flowers and children. 

A pioneering new study of 100 
overextended families, soon to 
be released in full, can give you 
valuable insight into why fami- 
lies accumulate too many debts, 
and how to avoid this plight 
yourself through money manage- 
ment. 

The survey was done in the 
Detroit area, but the findings 
can be applied in varying degree 
to almost any large city today. 


Cooperating in the study were | 


the MacGregor Fund of Michi- 
gan, Merrill-Palmer Institute of 
Human Development and Family 
Life, Michigan Credit Union 
League, Wayne State University 
School of Social Work and the 
Center for Consumer Affairs of 
the University of Wisconsin Ex- 
tension Division. 

FAMILIES who got over their 
heads in debt were not really 
the very poor or uneducated, 
although they were not well-to- 
do either, considering the aver- 
age size (three children). 

Of one group chosen at ran- 
dom for the study, income before 
taxes averaged $6,504. The typi- 
cal overindebted couple were 
both high schoo] graduates, thus 
had a little more education than 
the Detroit community as a 
whole. 

HERE’S THE SHOCKER: These 
families had an average of nine 
creditors apiece and averaged 
$3,689 in debts, reports Dr. Milton 
Huber, associate professor of the 
Center for Consumer Affairs, 
who supervised the study. 

“On the average, these fami- 
lies had committed 54 per cent 
of their next year’s income to 
debt obligations,” he points out. 

Most prominent among their 
debts were consolidated loans. 
Each family had at least. one, 
and three were not uncommon. 
Purchases from door - to - door 
salesmen also were conspicuous 
among the families’ debts for 
home furnishings and home im- 
provements. 

This debt pattern has become

a familiar one in recent years. 
Families let themselves be talked 
into obligations they can’t really 
afford, or fool themselves into 
undertaking these debts. 

When the payments cut too 
deeply into other needs, the fam- 
ilies then try consolidation loans, 
often borrowing these from small 
loan companies at high interest 
rates which further add to the 
debts.

WHILE THE 100 families in|!

means bankrupt, either legally |: 


or morally. 


Dr, Huber pointed out in an | ‘ 


interview with this reporter that 
it has become fashionable re- 
cently among finance companies 
and installment sellers to blame 
the rise in consumer bankrupt- 
cies on “moral decay.” But he 
found that, even though most of 
the families qualified to seek 
bankruptcy to wipe out their 
debts, only 10 had chosen to do 
SO. 
The 90 others, though most 
were aware they probably quali- 
fied for bankruptcy, refused to 
take this way out, for both moral 
and practical reasons. 

Instead, these families had 
chosen to use such debt adjust- 
ment services as that provided by 
the nonprofit Michigan League 
Cooperative Budget Service, to 
pay off their debts. They did this, 
even though it meant that dur- 
ing this period they had to re- 
duce their standard of living to 
a public welfare level. 

Even among the 10 families 
who did choose bankruptcy, 
there were indication in some 
cases that they may have done 
so because they felt some of the 
debts were “unfair,” or because 
a particular debtor was pursuing 
them mercilessly. 

WHILE DISHONESTY was not 
the reason these families were 
unable to meet their debt pay- 
ments on time, there were other 
tangible reasons. One was de- 
clining income, affected in some 
cases by automation. The other 
was a lack of specific money 
handling system within the 
family. 

About half the tamilies re- 
ported declining income. The in- 
terviewers made their own in- 
vestigation. They found in over 
50 per cent of these cases the 
family breadwinners had been 
“pumped” to lower paying jobs 
or had acepted such jobs follow- 
ing layoffs from the highly auto- 
mated auto and-steel- industries 
around Detroit. ne

Getting Your 
MONEY’S WORTH 


IN ITS APRIL issue, Consumer 
Reports evaluates the principal 
1965 U.S. automobiles, rankir 
them in order of estimated over- 
all quality as family transporta- 
tion. 

Consumer’s Union, in its 
monthly magazine, adds a spe- 
cial complaint about quality con- 
trol; not a single one of the cars 
bought for test was delivered in 
fully satisfactory condition. Al- 
most all cars had improperly 
aimed headlights, and most had 
malfunctioning directional sig- 
nals, Some 27 additional prob- 
lems were found — all of which 
should have been caught at the 
factory. 

“No problems were found with 
the basic mechanisms of any of 
the cars,” CU said. “They were 
simply incredibly sloppy.” Many 
of the troubles, if not corrected, 
would have interfered with oper- 
ating the cars. In one car, for 
example, the steering column 
was loose at the dashboard; in 
another the wiring harness was 
loose so that the ignition and 
lights went out; in a third the 
choke stuck open when the car 
was cold, so that the car would 
not start. 


WHAT ARE THE CHANCES of 
having trouble with a new car, 
and of getting the trouble prop- 
erly corrected? For its answer, 
CU draws on the experience of 
readers who bought 1963 and 
1964 U.S. models. 

Of 48,000 answering a ques- 
tionnaire in June, 1964, about 
a fourth said the cars were not 
in satisfactory condition when 
delivered. Those who got unsat- 
isfactory cars were asked further 
about the repair work done under 
the warranty and close to one- 
fifth said they were not satis- 
fied. 

Inspection at the factory 


And dealers might do better with 
repairs if the company made 
'more liberal allowances for such 
work.

“free use of tools” bugaboo. 

A. couple. of negotiations ago, 
the ‘employer's insisted on rollers 
for “old” work because of the 
competition-from the non-union 
contractor. Regretfully, the un- 
ion .capitulated and waited for 
the old work to roll in. Very lit- 
tle old work came, and we lost 
many hours of work on estab- 
lished old work, such as depart- 
ment stores, warehouses, etc. 

Now the cry is “free use of 
tools” and see all the work we 
get. Baloney, and here’s Why: 

Who uses cash these days to 
pay for anything? The painting 
contractors insist on cash on 
completion of jobs. We are refer- 
ing to old work now. Everyone 

juys on credit today, and to in- 
Sist on the public paying cash 
js out of the question. 

A few years back, the “suede 
shoe boys’ sold over a million 
dollars worth of painting in a 
short time and arranged for 
loans for the homeowners! They 
sold jobs and arranged for the 
homeowner to get credit from 
the banks under many lending 
agencies. Because these people 
were crooked, our contractors 
éondemned the whole operation. 

If we want to recapture “old 
work,” we have to change from a 
cash basis to help the homeown- 
er arrange a loan to pay for the 
job. If the homeowner can quali- 


fy for the loan (who wants him 
if he can’t?), the bank pays the 
édhtractof When the *job. ts com- 
pleted. 


Our contractors say people! 


cannot afford a paint job, but it 
is odd that when they have the 
inside of their house painted, 
they can afford to go and buy a 
wall-to-wall 
three to four times the cost of 
the paint job. And at the same 
time they buy drapes to cover 
a few windows for hundreds of 
dollars. 

It may be that our contractors 
need a course in salesmanship, 
and leave the painting to us, 

Next meeting is a special called 
meeting to vote on the bylaws 
change in the.

A check for $69,400 — larg- 
est single contribution to its 
flood disaster relief fund —

In presenting the check on 
behalf of the union, Allan told 
James F, Collins, president of 
the American National Red 
Cross, that the Carpenters 
have given $475,900 for disaster 
relief since 1906. 


$7.6 million goes 
fo unionists under 
Kaiser-USW plan 


During its first two years, the 
Long Range Plan of Kaiser Steel 
Corporation and the United 
Steelworkers has provided $20 
million in savings, shared be- 
tween employees, the company 
and the public. 

This analysis came from Dr. 
George W. Taylor, chairman of 
the Kaiser - Steelworkers Long 
Range Committee, who said that 
$7.6 million of this amount went 
to members of Steelworkers Lo- 
cals 2869 and 3677, which repre- 
sent workers at Kaiser’s Fontana, 
Calif., operations. 

The $7.6 million employee share 
breaks down to additional in- 
come averaging $52 per month 
per man, or 36 cents an hour 
worked, according to Dr. Taylor, 
one of the nation’s leading 
economists. 

Dr. Taylor’s report was pre- 
liminary to a formal review of 
the plan, which went into ef- 
fect in 1963. 

FORMAL REVIEW SET

Range Committee will include

Education is Oakland's biggest business. It-cost the citizens 
of this city $42 million last year. Are all of their children getting 
an even break? The Central Labor Council believes the present 
Board of Education has been fighting only a rear guard action, 
instead of taking constructive steps against the real problems 
of education today in a large city. This is why the Labor 
Council, for the first time in its history, has refused to back 
a school tax increase, which will be on the May 18 ballot. 

Labor’s COPE has concurred in this line of attack on 
Oakland's school problems and called for the election of three 
new school directors who will bring education out of the dol- 
drums in this city with a positive new policy. 

These candidates are: William T. Belcher Jr., School Di- 
rector No. 1; Seymour M. Rose, School Director No. 2, and 
Electra Kimble Price, School Director No. 4. 

Oakland needs positive action on a whole field of educa- 
tional problems. It needs up-to-date job training in an age of 
increasing specialization. It must end its double educational 
standard, with increasingly-segregated Negro and white schools 
offering different quality instruction. 


Untie Port of Oakland’s hands 


The only proposition which will appear on the Oakland 
ballot Tuesday concerns the Port of Oakland. This measure, 
if approved, will increase the Port of Oakland’s ability to 
develop its available land — thus promising industry and jobs. 

The key point of the measure is removal of what has been 
described as ‘‘red tape.” Proposition 1 would update Port of 
Oakland land leasing requirements, making them comparable 
with those in the business world. It would extend maximum 
lease terms from 50 to 66 years, let the Port Authority lease 
to more kinds of enterprises, and streamline leasing and sale 


procedures. 


There is no organized opposition against Proposition 1. 


It merits your vote.

products, and a better attitude 
from Governor Brown, the Farm 
Placement Service, and on up 
the line, toward the worker who 
is trying to make a living off 
farm work.” 

These were the words of Dave 
McCain, Stockton Office mana- 
ger of the Agricultural Workers 
Organizing Committee, speaking 
at a meeting of Citizens for Farm 
Labor in Berkeley last week. 

Dave described first the long | 
uphill fight to attract dues pay- 
ing members to this union. Even 
$2 a month was hard for farm} 
workers to pay, since they are 
able to find work only about 
seven months out of the year. 

Last year, however, AWOC was 
able to negotiate contracts in the 
green tomato harvest that raised 
wages 25 per cent (to $1.25 an 
hour). 

Coupled with this, dues were 
changed to $1 a month for 24 
days, and union labor contrac- 
tors were asked to check-off 
their men. In this way, AWOC 
was able to sign up several 
thousand workers. 

Dave said that having a paid- 
up union book in his pocket 
made a great difference in a 
worker’s attitude toward the un- 
ion and his part in it. 

When the Bracero Law finally 
expired on Dec. 31, AWOC was 
ready for its first test — getting 
the winter lettuce cut down in 
Imperial County, 

Ed Hayes, head of the biggest 
grower’s association there (and 
a former key State Farm Place- 
ment Service official, until he 
was fired in the 1959 scandal) 
sent out a call for workers, then 
cancelled it when AWOC mem- 
bers arrived by the busload to 
fill the jobs. 

In spite of this, skilled Filipino 
AWOC members, working in un- 
ion crews with other domestics, 
cut all the lettuce, making from 
$20-$30 a day each. 


This proved no braceros were 
needed there. 

Now the big push is in the 
asparagus harvest in the delta 
islands near Stockton, Over two- 
thirds of all the “grass” produced 
in the U.S. is grown here by only 
10 growers, 


to work, but the growers won’t 
hire them. Instead, they are re- 
cruiting Crow Indians from Mon- 
tana and scab labor from as far 
away as Kansas City, and also 
crying to the government for 
foreign workers. 
AWOC STRIKE 

AWOC, after a series of futile 


; attempts to meet with the indi- 


vidual growers and with the 
large associations that represent 
them (San Joaquin Growers As- 
sociation and California Aspar- 
agus Growers Association) to 
work out union contracts, has 
struck the largest growers. 


Al Tieburg, director of the 
State Employment Service, has 
ruled that a bona fide labor dis- 
pute exists with Belvedere 
Farms, Riverview Farms and the 
several branches of the Zucker- 
men Brothers-Mandeville farm 
empire in that area, 

This means these growers can 
not use the Farm Placement 
Service and have to go out and 
recruit and transport their own 
workers. 

All these growers are being 
picketed by AWOC until con- 
tracts are signed giving workers 
$1.40 an hour, show-up time, and 
one year contracts with AWOC as 
bargaining agent. 

This picket line, plus intensive 
efforts to sign up new members, 
aided by renewed help from the 
trade union movement, is bring- 
ing a breakthrough in one of the 
union movement’s last frontiers, 
that of agricultural labor. 

Dave closed by saying that 
farm workers finally have a 
chance to make a decent living 
now that the braceros are gone, 
and AWOC intends to lead the 
way, ; 

He brought clippings from the 
Modesto paper, telling of farm 
workers demonstrating in the 
Farm Placement Office in Stock- 
ton, chanting “We want jobs.” 

He also suggested the possibil- 
ity of a consumer boycott of as- 
paragus picked by scab labor. 

He noted finally that, because 
of the Taft-Hartley ban on sec- 
ondary boycotts, the struck 
growers have had little difficul- 
ty getting their scab asparagus 
to city markets:
